97. No petition for any Private Bill shall 
be received by the House after the first 10 
days of each Session, nor may any Private 
Bill be presented to the House after the first 
three weeks of each Session, nor may any 
report of any Standing or Select Committee 
upon a Private Bill be received after the first 
four weeks of each Session, and no motion 
for the suspension or modification of this 
Standing Order shall be entertained by the 
House until the same has been reported on 
by the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to the 
House. And if this rule shall be suspended 
or modified as aforesaid, the promoters of 
any Private Bill which is presented after the 
time hereinbefore limited, or for which the 
petition has been received after the time 
hereinbefore limited, shall in either case pay 
double the fees required in respect of such 
Bill by this rule, unless the House shall 
order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the Clerk 
of the House, eight clear days before the 
opening of the Session. 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be presented 
to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, with 
publication proved by a statutory declara- 
tion of affidavit to the satisfaction of the 
Clerk of the House. 





(2) At the time of depositing the Bill and 
petition the applicant shall also pay to the 
Clerk of the House the sum of $300. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the Clerk 
of the House at least eight clear days before 
the opening of the Session or if the petition 
has not been presented to the House within 
the first 10 days of the Session, the amount 
to be paid to the Clerk shall be $600. If the 
Bill shall not pass second reading, one-half 
of the fees shall be returned. 

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the publica- 
tion of a notice clearly and distinctly spec- 
ifying the nature and object of the applica- 
tion, and when the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating sufficiently the 
location of the work, to be signed by or on 
behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in The 
British Columbia Gazette and once a week 
in one leading daily newspaper freely cir- 
culating in all parts of the Province. The 
notice in such newspaper to appear on 
Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such a 
nature that it may particularly affect one or 
more electoral districts, the notice shall fur- 
thermore be published once a week if possi- 
ble in some newspaper in every electoral 
district affected, or if there be no newspaper 
published therein, then in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the electoral district nearest 
thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of four 
weeks during the interval of time between 
the close of the next preceding Session and 
the consideration of the petition. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent or 
attorney in fact shall be accompanied by the 
authority of such agent or attorney in fact, 
and the petition shall not be deemed to be 
filed with the Clerk until this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the erec- 
tion of a toll bridge is received by the House, 
the person or persons intending to petition 
for such Bill shall, upon giving the notice 
prescribed by Standing Order 100, also at 
the same time and in the same manner give 
notice of the rates which they intend to ask, 
the extent of the privilege, the height of the 
arches, the interval between the abutments 
or piers for the passage of rafts or vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of in- 
corporation shall be so framed as to incorpo- 
rate by reference to the causes of the general 
Acts relating to the details to be provided for 
by such Bills: Special grounds shall be es- 
tablished for any proposed departure from 
this principle, or for the introduction of 
other provisions as to such details, and a 
note shall be appended to the Bill indicating 
the provisions thereof in which the general 
Act is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 


this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense be- 
fore any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance with 
the model Bill (copies of model Bills may be 
obtained from the Clerk of the House). Any 
provisions contained in any such Bill which 
are not in accord with the model Bill shall be 
inserted between brackets or underlined, 
and shall be so printed. 


(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill shall 
be clearly specified in the notice of applica- 
tion for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, on good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 10 
¥4 inches by 7% inches. There shall be a 
marginal number every fifth line of each 
page; the numbering of the lines is not to run 
on through the Bill, but lines of each page 
are to be numbered separately. Three hun- 
dred copies of each Bill shall be deposited 
with the Clerk of the House immediately 
before the first reading. If amendments are 
made to any Bill during its progress before 
the Committee on Private Bills, or through 
the House, such Bill shall be reprinted by 
the promoters. 


In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 men- 
tioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on the 
capital of the company are payable at the 
same time.

section, and the works hereinbefore referred 
to are included in subsection (1) of that 
section: 

And whereas, pursuant to section 214 of 
the Land Title Act, R.S.B.C. 1979, chapter 
219, as amended registration of an instru- 
ment granting or otherwise creating a stat- 
utory right of way constitutes a charge on

‘“Municipality’’): 
Whereas the Grantor is the registered owner of the 
Lands defined herein: 
: And whereas the Municipality requires and the 
Grantor has agreed to grant to the Municipality the 
Statutory Right of Way defined herein: ; 
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And whereas this Statutory Right of Way is neces- 
sary for the operation and maintenance of the Munic- 
ipality’s undertaking: 

Now, therefore, in consideration of the premises, 
of the sum of one dollar ($1) receipt of which from 
the Municipality is hereby acknowledged by the 
Grantor and other good and valuable consideration 
the parties agree as follows: 

1. The Grantor grants in perpetuity to the Munici- 
pality the right at all times to 

(a) enter over, on, in and under that portion of all 
and singular that certain parcel of land situate in 
Hope, B.C., which is more particularly known as 
Lot 3, District Lots 80 and 1686, YDYD, Plan 21328 
(the “Lands’’), which is shown outlined on Statutory 
Right of Way Plan A18036 attached hereto and made 
part of this Statutory Right of Way agreement (the 
“Statutory Right of Way”’) and (i) conduct surveys 
and examinations; (ii) dig up, remove and replace 
soil; and (ili) construct, install, operate, maintain, 
clean, cover with soil, alter, relocate, renew, inspect 
and replace a flood protection dyke (the **Works’’); 
for the purpose of protecting lands within the bound- 
aries of the Municipality from flooding and provid- 
ing access to the Municipality, or its agents, to enter 
with or without men or equipment to maintain the 
dyke; 

(b) bring on to the Statutory Right of Way all 
materials, vehicles and equipment it requires or de- 
sires for any of the foregoing purposes; 

(c) clear the Statutory Right of Way and keep it 
clear of anything which in the opinion of the Munici- 
pality constitutes or may constitute an obstruction to 
the use of the Statutory Right of Way or to the Works; 


(d) cross over the Lands for reasonable access to 
the Statutory Right of Way and make reasonable 
ancillary use of the Lands in respect of the Works;

(e) do all acts which in the opinion of the Munici- 
pality are incidental to the foregoing. 


2. The Grantor shall 


(a) not do or permit to be done any act or thing 
which in the opinion of the Municipality might inter- 
fere with, injure, impair the operating efficiency of, 
or obstruct access to or the use of the Statutory Right 
of Way, or to the Works; 


(b) trim or, if necessary, cut down any tree or 
other growth on the Lands which in the opinion of the 
Municipality constitutes or may constitute a danger 
or obstruction to those using the Statutory Right of 
Way or to the Works; 


(c) execute all further documents and things 
whatsoever for the better assuring unto the Munici- 
pality of the Statutory Right of Way hereby granted; 


(d) permit the Municipality to peaceably hold and 
enjoy the rights hereby granted; and 


(e) maintain, care for and clean the surface of the 
Statutory Right of Way and remove grass and other 
growth from the surface of the Statutory Right of Way 
as required by the Municipality and do all other 
things deemed by the Municipality to be reasonably 
necessary for the safe use and preservation of the 
Statutory Right of Way. 


3. The Municipality shall 


(a) use the Statutory Right of Way and carry out 
the Works in a good and workmanlike manner in 
order to cause no unnecessary damage or disturbance 
to the Grantor, the Lands or any improvement on the 
Lands; 

(b) not bury, without the prior written consent of 
the Grantor, debris and rubbish in excavations or 
backfill; 


(c) remove shoring and like temporary structures 
as backfilling proceeds; 


(d) rake up all rubbish and construction debris it 
creates in order to leave the Statutory Right of Way in 
a reasonably neat and clean condition; 


(e) exercise the utmost care not to damage the

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such damaged Lands or improvements thereon to as 
close to their pre-damaged condition as is reasonably 
practical with reasonable dispatch or where the Mu- 
nicipality deems restoration to be impractical reim- 
burse the Grantor for all damage the Municipality 
has caused but not restored;

5. The Grantor indemnifies, saves harmless, re- 
leases and forever discharges the Municipality from 
and against all manner of actions, causes of action, 
claims, debts, suits, demands and promises what- 
soever at law or at equity, whether known or un- 
known, which the Grantor now has or may at any 
time have by reason of the granting, existence or use 
of the Statutory Right of Way or of the Works or of the 
carrying out or failing to carry out of any of the 
Works or of the flooding of the Lands or any im- 
provement thereon save and except for negligence by 
the Municipality. 


6. Notwithstanding anything herein contained the 
Municipality reserves all rights and powers of expro- 
priation otherwise enjoyed by the Municipality.
